FOREWORD 


The  purpose  of  this  book  is  to  present  in  es  condensed  form  &s  possible  as  much  documen¬ 
tary  material  as  ie  presently  known  concerning  the  EliLCE  -  ESLOfi  -  ILLO’.Y  and  possibly  the 
EKSLGVi’  family  of  the  United  States  so  as  to  be  of  assistance  to  the  historians  of  the  future 
of  this  family  group. 

Many  of  cur  family  historians  have  done  yeoman  work  in  trying  to  piece  together  the  far 
flung  brnr.ohe8  of  our  family.  I  have  devoted  many  years  in  this  field  and  am  fully  aware  of 
the  disappointments  ono  can  suffer  in  searching  for  years  for  even  one  small  item.  He  who 
pursue  this  as  a  hobby  value  the  work  of  the  other.  I  must  pay  tribute  to  the  following,  who, 
like  me  devoted  and  are  devoting  many,  many  hours  to  this  work  of  love: 


Doctor  I.  N.  Enloe  of  Missouri  who  began  in  the  early  1860 's  to  accumulate  much 

important  data  on  the  Enlo^  family  in  particular.  Dr.  Enloe  died  in  1921  but  his 

daughter,  Mrs.  Roy  T.  Davi6,  gave  Capt.  Enloe  access  to  his  papers.  lyiooii 


Doctor  Yf.  D.  Inlow  of  Sheltyville ,  Indiana  has  been  and  is,  doing  wonderful  work 
in  particular  in  Kentucky  and  Indiana  records  on  the  members  of  the  Enlcw  and 
Inlow  group  in  those  states.  This  is  not  to  imply  that  Dr.  Inlow  confines  his 
research  to  those  states  as  this  would  be  incorrect.  The  importance  of  his  re- 
Beerch  in  those  states  is  that  no  one  else  is  able  to  do  such  research  there. 
Great  credit  should  alEO  be  given  Ur.  James  L.  Pyles,  kinsman  of  Dr.  Inlow,  in 
collaborating  with  Dr.  Inlow. 


Ur.  W.  F.amilton  Enslow  of  Baldwin,  Maryland  has  been,  and  is  doing  very  impor¬ 
tant  work  in  early  Maryland,  Pennsylvania  and  Kew  Jersey  records.  His  Baltimore 
County,  Maryland  research  has  been  brilliant  to  say  the  least. 

Captain  Thomas  A.  Enloe  of  the  Army  of  tho  United  States,  stationed  in  Yi’ashington , 

D.  F.  at  this  writing,  diligently  pursued  our  hobby  for  thrt>e  years.  Ee  was  for¬ 
tunate  in  having  ready  access  to  the  DAR  Library,  Rational  Archives .Census  Records, 
Library  of  Congress  and  was  only  a  short  distance  from  the  hall  of  Records  located 
in  Annapolis,  Maryland.  Due  to  his  good  fortune  in  this  respect,  Cept.  Enloe  ap¬ 
proached  our  common  problem  from  the  overall  viewpoint.

Sh ywn  below  «re  62  wills  /  intestate  and  other  reccrdr  pr^or  to 
1501  of  t  .2  earlier  renters  cf  cur  family  group.  Where  an  individual 
Jied,  leaving  no  will  but  where  intestate  records  are  available,  at 
least  oae  such  record  is  shewn.  The  Archives  of  Maryland ,  how  Jersey, 
Delaware  and  Pennsylvania  contain  many  interesting  documents  ir?  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  wills,  such  as  inventories  and  accounts  of  the  estate  but 
lack  cf  space  prohibits  the  showing  ol'  more  than  one  basic  document 
in  the  case  of  any  one  individual. 

There  are  two  important  documents  net  shown  here  but  which  are 
shewn  in  Captain  Enloe *s  booklet.  These  documents  are  the  naturalira- 
tion  applications  of  Hendricks  in  1574  and  Abraham  in  1C63.  Several 
other  documents  shown  in  Captain  Enloe ’s  booklet  are  not  shown  here 
so  b.s  to  provide  space  for  other  papers. 

In  case  of  doubt  a6  to  interpretation  based  on  accuracy  of  the 
transcribing  cf  these  old  documents  it  is  always  best  to  procure  a 
phctostatic  copy  for  a  personal  reading  of  the  original.  Some  of 
these  old  documents  are  extremely  hard  to  decipher  but  the  best  pos¬ 
sible  transcription  is  offered  here  by  the  individual  who  made  the 
transcription.

CENSUS  RECORDS 

There  follows,  oensus  records  by  States  and  Counties  for  the 
years  1776  -  1790  -  1600  -  1610  -  1620  -  1630  -  1640  -  1650  -  I860  - 
1670  ab  gathered  over  a  period  of  time  by  various  individuals.  Cen¬ 
sus  records  are  particularly  valuable  as  the  geographical  spread  c i 
branohes  may  be  gauged  and  compared  with  that  of  other  brandies. 
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It  is  (suggested  that  xe  nood  a  rajch  ©loser  study  of  the  Slices, 
Enlow6,  Inlows  and  Enslows  of  the  State  of  PennsylvnrJ  »*.  through  Cen¬ 
sus  Records.  In  1663  there  were  but  three  countioa  in.  tr &  State  and 
their  names  were  Chester,  3ucks  and  Philadelphia.  Those  three  coun¬ 
ties  have  since  been  divided  into  a  great  many  counties.  Research 
work  here  becomes  rather  difficult  and  expensive  end  ecmewnat  dis¬ 
couraging.  I  have  hoard  of  Enlowa  in  Bucks'  County  ^.n  the  extreme 
eastern  part  of  Pennsylvania  and  Enlows  in  Allegheny  County  in  the 
extreme  western  part  of  Pennsylvania,  the  latter  county  having  been 
at  one  time  a  part  of  Chester  County,  so  it  appears  that  Chester  Coun¬ 
ty*  embraced  all  the  southern  part  of  Pennsylvania.  I  have  read  or 
heard  of  Endows  in  Lancaster  County,  Cumberland  County,  Bedford  Coun¬ 
ty,  Washington  County,  Miflin  County  end  Adlegh&ny  County.  These  six 
©ountiee  were  at  one  time  a  part  of  Chester  County.  Cumberland  Coun¬ 
ty  was  formed  27  Jan  1750.  Bedford  County  was  formed  in  1771.  Wash¬ 
ington  County  wa6  formed  26  liar  1761.  Westmoreland  County  *ae  formed 
in  1773.  From  those  dates  it  appears  that  when  John  and  henry  Enlow 
located  at  Turkeyfoot,  Pa.  about  1765  that  region  was  still  in  Cumber¬ 
land  County  and  that  when  Abraham  Enlow  located  on  Wheeling  Creek  in 
Western  Pa.  about  the  beginning  of  the  Revolution,  he  was  in  Vtestmo re¬ 
lend  County  as  Washington  County  was  not  cut  from  Westmoreland  County 
until  28  Mar  1781.  Of  all  the  early  Enlcws  of  Pennsylvania,  if  1  ex¬ 
cept  the  family  of  Abraham  Enlow  of  Western  Pennsylvania,  1  have  never 
seen  a  list  of  the  children  of  any  of  them  or  any  definite  knowledge 
of  them.  Even  at  Turkeyfoot,  Somerset  County,  Pa.  fewer  than  forty 
miles  from  my  native  heath  in  Maryland,  I  have  been  unable  to  learn 
anything  of  a  positive  nature  other  than  John  Enlow  and  Henry  Enlow 
owned  some  land  at  the  junction  of  the  Youngiogany,  Ca6tlonan  and 
Laurel  Hill  Rivers  (Turkeyfoot,  now  Confluence.)

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This  booklet  goes  forth  as  a  gift  to  Historical  Societies,  Genealogical 
Societies,  State  Libraries,  and  a  limited  number  of  interested  individuals. 
Several  purposes  for  its  publication  are  as  follows: 

To  increase  an  interest  in  the  migrations  of  the  several  bran¬ 
ches  of  our  family  from  our  Immigrant  Ancestors  throughout  your 
land  and  mine . 

The  placing  before  family  Historians  and  family  Genealogists 
perhaps  the  largest  amount  of  basic  documentary  material  ever 
collected  on  our  family. 

To  save  time  and  money  for  present  and  future  historians  and 
Genealogists  leaving  to  them  fields  not  yet  fully  explored 
and  thus  give  them  the  opportunity  to  advance  our  family  his¬ 
tory  with  cut  little  duplication  of  effort. 

The  content  of  this  booklet  has  been  many  years  in  the  gathering  and 
the  booklet,  as  a  climax,  has  an  interesting  background.  After  1  nad  lost 
all  of  my  belongings  in  two  fires  in  San  Francisco,  one  being  the  great 
fire  and  earthquake  of  1906,  I  desired  to  get  together  a  few  facts  and 
traditions  of  our  family.  At  tnat  time  I  had  not  seen  an  Enlov;  for  many 
years  so  I  wrote  a  few  letters  and  made  frequent  visits  to  available  Lib¬ 
raries  and  from  the  Archives  of  Maryland,  Delav/aro ,  Lev/  Jersey  and  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  I  gathered  a  f ew  disconnected  facts.  Il.eso  interested  me  but 
did  not  help  me  much  in  changing  the  tradition  of  my  remotest  known  an¬ 
cestor  into  a  fact.  From  the  Archives  of  Pennsylvania  I  was  inclined  to 
look  upon  the  names  3nloe  -  Enlow  -  Inlow  and  Enslov/  as  referring  to  t.no 
same  family  clan.  Still  seeking  information  in  1934  I  v/roto  to  Doctor 
L.  David  Enloe  of  Jefferson  City,  kisscuri.  This  letter  of  min9  it  devel¬ 
ops,  was  given  by  Dr.  Enloe  to  his  sister  Loyce  to  answer.  Twelve  years 
later  in  1946,  l!rs.  Loyce  Enloe  Davis  of  .Vasnington,  D.  C.  wrote  me  that 
she  was  guilty  of  having  carried  my  letter  to  one  of  the  Central  American 
countries  with  her,  her  husband  Dr.  Roy  Tasoo  Davis  being  a  Li.  S.  Consul 
at  that  time.  Vxs .  Davis  explained  that  she  had  given  the  letter  to  her 
cousin  Tom.  Captain  Enloe  then  addressed  me  at  my  1934  address  in  San 
Francisco,  but  he  very  soon  addressed  another  letter  to  me  in  Sebastopol, 
California  for  he  had  found  my  present  address  while  engaged  in  research 
at  the  Hall  of  Records  in  Annapolis,  Maryland.  Sinoo  then  an  exchange  of 
many  letters  and  enclosures  have  kept  me  in  close  touch  with  his  researcr. 
during  the  last  t)kro9  years.  This  gatnering  of  information  over  tne  years 
together  with  the  fine  results  in  the  last  few  years  has  prompted  me,  with 
Captain  Enloe 's  assistance  to  have  printed  tnis  booklet. 
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
